mile processions from St. Colum- 
bia's to Westminister Abbey, the 
body of Field Marshal Earl Haig 
today 
was 
borne 
through 
the 


streets of London In one of 
the 


greatest military pageants in the 
history of the historic British cap- 
ital. 


It was a pageant of poignant 


memories- 
The casket was wrap- 


ped in a weather-worn union Jack 
which had served a similar func- 
tion on the 'Cenotaph-HBritajin's 
memorial to her hero dead. 
The 


body also was borne on the gun 
carriage on which had been mount- 
ed the gun which fired Britain's 
first shot in the world war. It was 
the same guucarriuge too on which 
the body of Britain's .unknown sol- 
dier was taken tenderly to hia last 
resting place. 


Today, seven mounted men drew 


It alowly and men's heads every- 
where were bared aa the casket 
came into eight and passed along 
the thoroughfares, 


Streets Are Crowded. 


The muffled music of a military 


hand whose strains the field Mar- 
shall had loved, the procession mov- 
ed through silent streets crowded 
with tens of thousands of men, 
women, and children. There were 
many weeping women and most of 
them wore black and carried little 
bunches of red 
paper 
Flanders 


poppies symbolical of heroic aac 
riflce and devotion. 


There were numerous medalled 


men along the line of march and 
other veterans who had fought in 
France and Flanders Fields under 
Britain's great soldier. 
Many of 


them, carrying sad scars from the 
battlefields, made no effort to hide 
their emotion-

Behind the casket were the pall 


bearers chosen from 
among the 


great leadera of the Allied forces. 
They were headed by Marshal Foch, 
Generalissimo of the Allied and 
Associated armies in the war and 
Marshal Petain, commander of the 
French armies.

long light blue coats of the French 
army and their caps were of red 
and gold. 


Notable Warriors Present. 


Lieutenant-General 
Baron 
de 


Ceyninck. representing the Belbian 
army, came next with, Field Mar- 
shall Lord Methuen, despite his 
eighty-two years alert and firm of 
step, marching with bowed head. 
The plumes on the 
hats of the 


Field Marshals waved gently in a 
breeae1 which at times was dam- 
pened l>y mists and a suggestion 
of rain as -the. -long ploceajslon 
slowly made its way to England's 
great abbey of remembrance. 


Two others of Marshal Halg's 


allies, those of the aea and the air, 
Admiral Earl Jellicoe and Admiral 
Earl Beatty walked side by side, 
while Sir Hugh Trenchard, in roy 
al air force blue- represented the 
Hying service. 


Touching Spectacle. 


Then cama perhaps 
the most 


touching spectacle of the proesalon 
as seen by the public—Earl Haig'e 
batman, or devoted servant for 
nearly thirty years, Sergeant Sec 
rett, who* was with the Field Mar 
slial when he died and walked sor 
rowfuliy with bowed head in the 
wake of the gun carriage. 


Sergeant Secrett marched with 


military bearing, but at time there 
were teara in bin eyes and he made 
no effort to hide them. 


Another faithful servant march 


ed with the Sergeant—It was Eail 
Haig's old charger with emjp 
saddle and drapings of gold and 
black with the 
Field Marshal's 


crest upon them. At either side 
swung empty riding boots—boots 
which still wore signs of the Flan 
ders- struggles where th,e Field 
marshal aud all his men were In 
the thick of things. The Earl had 
ridden that 
charger during 


tempestuous days in France, 
bad been kept ever since In 
King's own atablea.

and Prince Henry. 


England began its final farewell 


to her great field marshal! who 
led Britain's armies to victory in 
the war, at a service in St. Colum 
ba's, Earl Haig's own little church 
In London, this morning, and again 
at Westminster Abbel. But It was 
mostly by the. crowded thousands 
In the atreets that the nation paid 
homage to the man who led tho 
military forces that saved it and 
whose body now Is .on its way 
back to Scotland for a simple burl 
ul among his ancestors.
